•thlnj against us by sending an army 
to this country. 


"Foreign armies, therefore, do not 


• constitute a danger to this country. 
The possible wars which confront us 
are uaval wars, and in order to wage 
ti«KH successfully we need more ships. 
1 believe that we should have at least 
twice as many ships as our navy at 
<yvea,eat contains. 


"We have greatly extended our coast 


line and h'ave undertaken the govern- 
ment of large and distant territories. 
We have become an Asiatic power and 
•an not evade the responsibilities of 
•uch a position. We hays great inter- 
ests in the Pacific ocean, and must he 
$>repar«d to cope with any who are dis- 
ipowd to deny our rights there. 
To 


•afaguard our interests, to maintain 
jour position, to speak with the author- 
ity that becomes us, we need ships, 
8*vd still more ships. 


"If our easy victories over the fleets 


of a weak naval power fill our people 
with the belief that we have now a 
Bewy that is large enough for all our 
n«sd», then those victories will have 
don« u* harm Instead of good. .I'"be- 
Here in harbor defenses. Every Im- 
portant harbor on the coast should 
possess its own local defenses, which 
on)y determined attack of the enemy 
could overcome. 
i "We have much still to learn about 
modern warships. They are as yet in 
the experimental stage.
